this Great City, which, as I have been informed, ſpent that day 
in a general mourning, and bitrer lamentation and aſtoniſhment, 
followed it faſt, to deprecate thoſe Judgments which ſuch guilc 
gave them cauſe to apprehend : But the Prayers. of this Martyr 
went before it, for averting that Curſe, which he feared ſhould 
(but prayed that it might not) fall on his people. We have been 
lince above twenty yeats putting up by publick authority, and 
in the name of the whole Nation, David's Prayer ; Deliver us 
from blood-guiltine/s, O God, thou God of our Salvation, So it may 
be now perhaps thought that after ſo long a continuance of 
mourning this ſin is expiated, and the land purged from the de- 
filement of it : Upon which ſome may ask the Queſtion fer down 
in the former Chapter, Should I weep, ſeparating my ſelf as 1-hawe 
done theſe ſo many years ? | 
The Jews had during the ſeventy years of the Captivity Faſted 
in thoſe months mentioned in my Text ; the chief ſteps of that 
calamity which had ſo overwhelmed them having been made It 
theſe, months. Oa the tenth month and. che tenth day. of 
month ( which according to Archbiſhop Uſher is exactly our 
zoth of fanuary) the King of Babylon beſieged. Fers/alem: he 
took ic onthe fourth month. It was burnt on the fifth month ; and 
on the ſeventh month was Gedaliab killed, ; Upon which the few 
that wereleft behind , were broken among themſelves, and dif- 
perſed.- But of all theſe, that on the fifth month was the moſt 
ſolemn. Faſt ; and therefore when the Queſtion was put concern- 
ing the continuance of the Faſt, that is ofly mentioned: and no 
wonder : For the burning of the Temple, was not only a tem- 
poral calamity, but it deprived them of all the means obcain- 


ing the favour of God, of explatiog ting theit ſins by ſacri n

enough for them to Faſt during. the Captivity , while they lay 
under the ſenſible effects of theſe jadgments, Which had broke our 
upon them in thoſe days : But that being over, and they bein

God which had then broke out, and was ſtill hanging over them.

tinue to Faſt and Mourn ? Shall the yearly return of this black 
and diſmal day , with the melancholly thoughts and refleQions 
which accompany it, be for ever obſerved? Shall we conve 
this entail of ſorrow 'to our poltericy ? Does this blood con- 
ctinue ſtill to cry for vengeance, as the blood of A4bel did : or as 
the Few: ſay the blood of Zacharias the'ſon of Jebojada the High 
Prieſt , continued ſtill co bubble on the floor of the Court of 
the Temple,where he was killed,till the Captivity,chat many thou- 
ſand Prieſts being killed on the place , the Earth drunk it'up : 
and ſhall neither the execution of Juſtice on the Murderers, nor 
the Prayers of the whole Nation remove this guile ? oh 

- On this occaſion it may be no improper thing to run out on 
the horridnefs of ſo unexampled a wickedneſs: but I hope it is 
needleſs : I hope all men carry ſtill in their” minds ſuch { fvor 
at that fa, that their choughts boil afreſh within them at eve 
time they refle&t on. it. Bloodſhed without lawful authority fits 
the mind of the Criminal wich black and terrible thoughts : and 
makes him ofc a terror to himſelf, fo thateither the dead Ghoſt, 
or the apprehenſions- of guilt, haunt' 'and follow ſuch' rill they 
grow even weary of life ; ſince there can be no reparation made 
co the party injured : So that ic is ſcarce poflible for the Murderer 


' to ſtop even the cry of Blood in his own Conſcience. The In-

nocence, and the Dignity, and the Sacrednelſs of the perſon Mur- 
dered, are vaſt aggravations: and if ſuch a crime comes in the 
concluſion, after fo great an effuſion of blood , that it has run 
down like water; and aboye all, if the:ators have done what 
they could to entitle God to it, doing it with the forms of Juſtice, 
ſo that in the place of judgment and righteouſneſs, there was iniquity 
and wickediveſ;, and by their high l pn to Piety and Ze 
for Religion, the enemies of: all Religion have taken advantage 
to mock at true Holineſs, and the enemies of the Reformed Re- 
ligion have thought they werenow furniſhed with ſomewhat, by 
which: they might caſt back that heavy but juſt impucation laid 
on chem, of ſetting up the Dodrines and encouraging the pra- 
Aices of depoſing and killing of Kings, on the Provetiant All

One is, As long as the ſad effeRs of that which originally cau- 
ſed them, continue, we ought to keep up our Faſts : for fo long 
God ſeems to continue his diſpleafuce againſt ns; and therefore 
we fliould be ſtill renewing our interceflions to rarn'ic away. As 
long as the Captivity laſted, the People of the Few: did not

And for all the fleights 
of Wit, che ſhews of Reatn, and ſoftneſs of Stile that were in 
that Book, ic could never have been (ſo: miſchievouſly ſuccefsful, 
as it then was, if it had-nor been for the ſcandals which were gi- 
ven by the .impudeat pretenſions of - many of that time, Theic 
unintelligible way of talking /abovs Religion, their crumbling in- 
to ſo many Secs, the aſpirings of matiy' under all the'ſhews of 
Humility and Mortification, tended to make the Seeds of Athe- 
iſm grow up, ianginlly, And 'to-this, 1 ſpeak it knowingly, we 
owe the beginnings of all-choſe-impious and 'immoral Maxims 
which have ſiace over-run'the Land.” And do not theſe effets 
continue ſtill? Is. not Devotion accounted by- many to be either 
2 matcer of Form, or a piece of Enthuſiaſm ?. For earneftneſs in 
Prayer, and depending on the inward affiſtances of God's holy 
Spirit, how. have men who know or value theſe things liccle chem- 
ſelves, taken occaſion from thence to diſparage them wich much. 
Impudence and Scora ? Some: have. thooght! they: could 'not be 
eſteemed Loyal, if they appeared devout: 2nd therefore to pur- 
chaſe the one CharaRter were willing not.only to:throw off, but 
openly to reproach the other all they could. What ill effects this 
has had, how | the Nation: has. been much gorcupted by. theſe 
Maxims, and-God highly offended, is fo obvjous-to'every man's 
obſervation, that I need dwell no. longer. omit, ©, > 

The other ill effe& that ſtill continaes,- is che prejudice-that 
the. Enemies of our Church have caſt on the Reformed Religi- 
on : as holding that yery Dottrine of killing Kings, for which 
they had been fo juſtly charged. And perhaps thatwhich at pre- 
ſnt is the groundof all our fears, bad its rile in'a great meaſure 
from che Jealouſies. whichyupon'this occaſion were infuſed againſt 
the P:oteſtang, Religion. - It will be therefore no-improper thing' 
ro ſhew you how juſtly the. Church of Rome 1s accuſcd of this, 
and how .ugjultly ic is caſt on thoſe of the Reformed Religion. 
That chis charge is truly faftned on the Church of Rowe will ap- 
pear in theſe parciculars. _ B 2 The 
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The power of depoling Kings is certainly 4 DoAtrine of their 
Church, as appears in the univerſa} agreement to it, and the Tra- 
dition of it for above five Ages, 'in'a more uninterrupted and un- 
controverted ſeries, in-all-thar time, than can be ſhewed even for 
Tranſubſtantiarion it ſelf. Now 'if a Kingis depoſed by the Pope, 
and after ſuch-depoſitian;\ if he'is not'fo ramme as to lay: afide his 
Regal Dignity, which it-is very likely few Princes will do, then 
they being lawfully depoſed, are Kings no more: and if they 
pretend to be Kings ſtill, they are Ularpers : ſo he that kills 
them does not kill a King but-an Uſurper.” And/if the Pope cre- 
ates a new Prince, whichby the ſame Authoriry is veſtedin him, 
and is indeed a'branch of: the depoſing Power; .then'the new 
Prince beinglawfully veſted' with the "Regal Authority, may as 
juſtly authoriſe any-to kill the depoſed'King, as a lawful King 
may ſet a price upon any Rebels head. ' This was well obſerved 
by thoſe who undertook to. defend the- depoſing power, Swarez 
writing againſt -King Fame tells him-in plain terms, * That « 

King who us canonically depoſed may be killed. by any private man what- 
ſorver. Valentia fays', Þ That an beretical Prince may be by the Popes 
ſentence deprived of life : and Becans, though Confeflor to'an Em- 
peror, Ferdinand the Il. ſays, * No man doubts but if Primces are 
contumacious, i the Pope ' may. order their lives to be taken away. 1 
might name many.more, | but theſe may" ſuffice : eſpecially-ſirice 
its viſible chac this is.a certain ard"neceſſary' conſequence of che 
depoſing Dodtrine. '' And though Ger/on one of the beſt men of 
his Age, did at the Council of Corftance where the Papal power 
was trodden'under foor, andthe Court of Romethad no influence 
(ſo vain a: thing it is: to: diſtinguiſh/. berween the Court and 
| Churctvof-. Rowe) prefs:much forithe obtaining: of ' a Decree, 
That no Subje&. ſhodld-murder his King or Prince, even that could 
not <afily pals: and he. himſelf-was in danger of: his life for ſol- 
liciting irJo earneſtly. In concluſion it was done, but with ſuch 
ai-reſervation- as ſhews they would only condemn the afſafli- 
nations of private Cut-throats; for. thoſe were only condemned 
Who killed their King without waiting fur the ſentence of* any Fudpe 
wha1ſeever : ſo if ſemence is palt:by-any Judge'( the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal as well as che Civil) then this decree notwichſtanding, ic will 
be lawful-for a Subje co kill his King. _ DL | 
1 might here run out into wany Inſtances to ſhew you how 
acceptable the killing of Kings has been'to thoſe of that Church : 


how. 
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how Sixtzs the-V. made a Pantgyrick u>on Clement's murdering 
Henry the III, of France, before a Congregation of Curdinais : 
how Francis Veromo wrote both in defence of thac fact, and of 
Chafells attempt on Henry the IV. how Garnet and Hl! thar ſuf- 
fered for the moſt deſperate attempt that ever was, I mean the 
Gunpowder Treaſon, are reckoned among the Martyrs in the 
Cong ſet out by theJefuits: and ander the piQores and prints 
made for Garnet he is called the true Martyr of Chrit. Legends of 
miracles have bzen alſo made for them, which will be reſerved ill 
a fit time comes for their Canonization : which they deſerve full 
as well as Thomas Becket did, who was the greateſt Sainrc in the 
Church for ſome Apes, the bleſſed Virgin, nay, which is more, 
Jeſus Chrift himſelf not excepted, if we may judge by the devo: 
tion that was payed at his Shrine, ſince by the Legier books of 
Canterbury, it appears yet on Record, that in ſome years above 
9501. was offered'at his Altar , and not a fix-pence at our Savi- 
our's Altar, and but a few pounds at the bleſſed Virgin's. And to 
ſhew how well 'they approved of the Gunpowder Treaſory at 
Romie, Gerard, and Greenwoll or Teſmond, two of the principal Con- 
ſpirators, were- ſo well entertained there, that eſcaping thither 
from the Juſtice of this' Nation; "the one was made the Pore's Pe- 
nitentiary, and the other livedin the Engliſh College there, and 
officiated often in St. Peters in the Vatican. "\ 

Aﬀer all this:evidence, in which I have not once named Ma- 
riana, though they would make us believe, he is the only perſon 
of their Communion that ever maintained this opinion, it'is ap- 
parent that the killing of Kings has beeti openly caughr, and pub= 
lickly encouraged in that Church : and that it is a neceflary con- 
ſequence of the Depoſing DoRrine.”

Two things were obſervable in the methods of carrying on 
chis great wickedneſs, clearly ' borrowed from them : The one 
was, the actors pretending to Enthuſiaſms, and inward direRion3 
for what they did, though ic was clearly contrary both to the 
Laws of God and Man. © That the perſon of our Prince is Sa- 
cred, and exempted from puniſhment, is a conſtanr Maxim of 
| Cur 
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our Government ; which makes his ill Miniſters and Counſellors 
accountable for every thing that is done amiſs. That the Houſe 
of Commons cannot fet up, by theiſingle Authority, a Court 
ta judge of the life of the meaneſt ſubjea : that a force pur on 
either Houſe, though but a ſmal! part were violently excluded, 
makes it to be no more a Houſe of+Parliament ; and that much 
more when the far greater part was ſecluded, they were certainly 
no Houſe of Commons : That one Houſe without the concur- 
renceof 'the ather, and the Royal aflenc joined to both, could 
not do any thing legally : and finally, That the Officers of the 
Army: had-no tight co aſlume the Government inco theig hands ; 
were all things ſo manifeſt according to the confticutions of this 
Kingdom,- that they who acted ſo contrary to them, knew they 
could never juſtify themſelves by either Law or Prefident: - Ir 
was neceſſary then to fly to ſomewhat, that ſhould ſeem to be 
42bove all the limications and seſtraints of Law': and thac was to 
pretend ſecret direRions from Ged. A Dodfrine that overthrows 
the main and fundamental principle of the Reformation, which 
is,- That in all things which relate to God, the Scriptures only 
are to be our Rule.

Scripture, or a clear proof of 8 Divine Miflion atteſted by ſome 

publick and ſupernatural ſign or micacle,-is not only a fallaciqus, 
bur may be a pernicious gtide.. That this wasall borrowed from 
the Writings, and the publick and encovraged* practices of the 
Church of Rowe, from whom that which is'true and rank Fana- 


., tiſciſm has iſuedout, though perhaps many of thoſe among us

are not awareof it, has been made out fo fully, and beyond con- 
cradiction by an eminent Wrieer-of. our own,'thie I need add 
nothing in confirmation of what muſt be univerſally :acknow- 
ledged, by all who have read his learned Book on this ſubjed.

Goſpel, or of ſincerity. and honeſty in our diſcourſes and actions. 
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For the firſt of theſe, we may well call our ; Religion Truth 'P 
fince we believe nothing but what Jeſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles 


- delivered to- the world, in the name of God : we bave no 


new Dodarines added to this, introduted by. falſe and .deceicful 
men, ſupported by lying wonders, or.:counterfeited Writings. 
Our Dodrine as it is the 1r#tb of God, ſo isto be maintained and 
promoted by means ſuitable to the being and nature of that Ged 
f:om whom itis derived. We fgund nothing on rr ade ſtories, or 
forged Records ; we teach none of the Dodtrines of falſhood and 
equivacation,: breach of faith or vows : diſpenſing with Oaths, 
diſſolving of Leagues or Treaties. All cheſewe have lefe to thac 
Church, that as ſhe grew up by lies and forgeries, ſo continues 
that trade ſtill, which has been in former agesof ſuch advantage 
to her. I need not inſiſt-on the Popes diſpenſing wich the Oaths 
of Allegiance of Subjects to their Princes, breaking. and; difſol- 
ving Treaties, though confirmed by Oaths..and Sacraments ;- a 
publick inftance of which appeared in the battel of Yar»s, where 
the Turk appealed to Jeſus Chriſt, whoſe name thoſe Chriſtians 
had affronted by breaking what was ſealed by the maſt Sacred rie. 
The iſſue was both fatal and diſgraceful to the Chriſtian Army. : 
All was done by the Popes Iaſtigation, as well-as Anthoricy: A 
publicker inſtance was yet given at Conſtance, which ſhewed that 
the Church was no: better than the Court of 'Reme: When thofe 
who came upon a ſafe conduR, -were notwithſtanding that con- 
demned to be burnt: and.a Decree was made, That Faithgiven 
to Hereticks in ſuch a ſort was nct to be kept; though:theyhad 
come to the place of -judgment truſting.40;it, and-would mot bave 
come without it. And how far they have ſince thattimecarried 
on the Doarine of Lying and Swearing falſty.,. may appear: by 
this one clear and undeniable -proof ; In March 79. there-were 
many: Propoſitions complained of at- Rowe; / gathered out of the 
Wricings of the Caſuiſts, amang which theſe are two.

the Decree:was prohibited and ſuppreſſed: fo ready are they to 

bear down any thing that” ſtrikes againſt theſe ſtrong holds of 

Satan among them. And thirdly, This Cenfare is fo penned thacr 

it does not import 2 condemnation, but indeed only a prohi- 
bition::-far theſe Propoſitions are not declared to be-impious and 
immoral,or contrary to the Laws of God and of Nature: That 

had more candid-and ingenuous dealing. They are ony 

Ro as being ſcandalows and pernicious in pratice, that is to 

ſay; of ill conſequence: and all are required in the virtue of holy 
obedience and under the pains of Excommunication to teach them'no 
more2-ſoif. a near that theſe may tur uſeful in praQice, 
then'a faculty may be ſecretly granted for taking off this Cenſure. 
From this it-may' appear what a door they have opened for the 
moſt diſingenuous practices imaginable : which is'a ſhrewd pre- 
ſemption: that-cheir- Doarine is not the Truth, when ic is mixed 
wichiſuch arts hac-ſavour.more of him thac was a liar from the 
beginning, than of 'theGod'of Truth, - 

We-then thatare'of the Truth ooghe to love it,to reckon it our 
greateſt honour -that' we are called ro the Knowledge and pro- 
f:flion of this holy Faith: we ought to adhere to it as long as we 
Live, [and to be ready tolay down our Livesfor it, if God ſhould

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call us. to it, But our loving it , ſignifies more_than barely 'to 


{peak honorably or paſſionately concerning it; orto likeit in op- 


poſition to Popery. To be a Proteftane without being firſt a 
Chriſtian can fignify nothing before God. To love-it thenisin- 
wardly to delight init, to be. wrought on by its Precepts, fo as to 
conform both our. Hearts and Lives to-it. Then we love i: ſin- 
czrely when we meaſure our Belief by the Dodrines it delivers, 
and our Lives by the Rules it gives us. And-as a particular branch 


of Truth in the general notion, we muſt be candid and ſincere in 


all our diſcourſes and dealings':: We are not to-advance even the 
belt ends by as of injuſtice 3 but.to'be ſtrict to theſe/Rules of 
Truth the Goſpel preſcribes :,Not to lie, or- ſpread lies, nor to 
Nander even our greateſt Enemies z not to. deceive or- cozeni thoſe 
that dzal with us ; but to-do to others as we would have others 
do to us.; to do every thing as conſidering we. are underthe all- 
ſeeing Eye of. that God, who will judge us for all our aftionse're 
long, and will bring to light the hidden things of diſhoneſty. If 
we do thus love the Truch , bothin the ſpeculations of it and in 
reducing theſe ro praQice, then we have made one ftep towards 
chat here promiſed in my Text. | 


The other thing enjoined is, That we love Peace likewiſe; not 
Pace in. prejudice ,of, or, oppoſitionito [Trath ; but thac as far as 
peſſubly we can, we map live peaceably with all men. Vihere we arcin 
all chings agreed there. to.love Peaceis an eaſy; and cheap piece of 
virtue : Ofchis may beſaid what our$aviour ſaidof lovingthemthat 
lave us, Do not Heatbens and Publicans the ſame? It isa fign of a\na- 
rure range corrupted to begin quarrels and conteſts, when'there 
is no cauſe given for them,. To avoid this. is ſucha common piece 
of good nacure, that it.is rather. a wonder- how. a man: can'do 
otherwiſe : but then does it appear.that we love:;peace,: if we can 
bring our minds to live peaceably with-thoſe that differ from us, 
apd have perhaps beſides the difference of Opinion really wrong- 
ed us,. or at leaſt done their endeavours. If with ſuch we live 
peaceably,then it appears that we are:indeed the Sons and lovers 
of Peace. Ic is a falſe Maximtothinkweare then the trueſt Pro- 
teſtants, when we havedepartedthe, furtheſt thar is poflible from 
every cpinion or practice. of . the Church of Rome: tor in this we 
may run into extreams.;. But we are ſure we can never run into 
any extream, by receding as far as we can from that ill cemper- 
of mind, which naturally follows that Religion,: or rather is be-
